School Receives 
10 Applications

The Dawson Springs Board of 
Education took another important step 
this week in its search for its new 
leader. With the deadline ending for 
candidates to apply for the superinten¬ 
dent position in Dawson Springs, the 
names and applications of those who 
did apply will now go to the superin¬ 
tendent screening committee. 

According to Phil Eason, consul¬ 
tant with the Kentucky Association 
of School Administrators and Leader¬ 
ship Strategies Group, who is assist¬ 
ing the Dawson Springs Board in 
this process, there are 10 applicants 
for the position of superintendent of 
the Dawson Springs Public Schools. 
Within that number, eight are in-state 
applicants, and two are from outside 


Kentucky. One of the applicants has 
superintendent experience. 

According to Eason, the screen¬ 
ing committee will use the position 
criteria established by the Dawson 
Springs Board of Education and fol¬ 
low the guidelines established in 
KRS 160.352 and Board Policy 02.1 
to begin screening all the applica¬ 
tions. In following the guidelines in 
board policy, members of the screen¬ 
ing committee are not permitted to 
divulge the identity of the candidates. 
However, Eason indicated the board 
will announce the list of finalists once 
it receives the screening committee’s 
recommendation. 

Following the timeline established 
earlier by the Dawson Springs Board 
of Education, the screening committee 
is to recommend a list of candidates to 
the board on June 7.

TO RENEW OR TRANSFER AUTOMOBILE REGISTRATION 

New Law Means Insurance Cards 
Must Have 45-Day Effective Date

The 45-day rule for renewing or 
transferring automobile registration 
will take effect June 1. This means, 
according to Kentucky law, any insur¬ 
ance cards presented to the county 
clerk’s office must have an effective 
date within 45 days of being pre¬ 
sented. 

Insurance companies must now 
submit their effective books to a state 
data base once a month. In most cases 
the renewal will be in the system 
when an individual goes to the clerk’s 


office. However, if the information 
has not been verified in the system, 
the clerk will ask for proof of insur¬ 
ance. 

According to Chief Deputy Clerk 
Keenan Ratliff, the Hopkins Coun¬ 
ty Clerk’s office will assist anyone 
who has a problem with the 45-day 
requirement by phoning the insurance 
company and having an updated card 
faxed to the office. Drivers who are 
insured will be able to renew their 
registration tags; however, the wait 
may be longer. 

“The ultimate goal is to keep unin¬ 
sured motorists off the road,” Ratliff 


said. 

The Kentucky Transportation Cab¬ 
inet offers the following information: 

—If the county clerk asks for an 
insurance card, it cannot be older than 
45 days or the clerk will be unable to 
accept it. 

—Driving without insurance can 
lead to fines of $500 to $1,000, up to 
90 days in jail, or both. 

—There are several ways to pro¬ 
vide proof of insurance to the county 
clerk: an insurance card, a binder, a 
certificate of insurance, a self-insured

A Level I drought indicates mod¬ 
erate to severe drought conditions

Serious impacts to agricultural water 
needs, wildfire risk and other water- 
sensitive sectors can be expected in 
the designated areas.

PEOPLE WANT TO BUY FRESH LOCAL PRODUCE’ 


Blueberries Are Happily Harvested By John Ausenbaugh

When John Ausenbaugh 
graduated from Dawson 
Springs High School and set 
out to choose a career, the idea 
of becoming a farmer couldn’t 
have been farther from his 
mind. In fact, the current owner 
of Happy Harvest Farm was 
just two semesters away from a 
B.S. in psychology from West¬ 
ern Kentucky University when 
his plans took a decidedly dif¬ 
ferent turn. 

“I decided I would rather 
have a job working outside,” 
said Ausenbaugh, who later 
earned a degree in agriculture 
with an emphasis in horticul¬ 
ture. 

While finishing that degree, 
Ausenbaugh learned that Ken¬ 
tucky’s climate is conducive 
to growing blueberries, and an 
idea took root. 

“Five years and 2,000 plants 
later I’m fully into blueberry 
farming,” he said. 

Although not a common 
occupation in this area, blue¬ 


berry farming seems to have 
been a good choice for Ausen¬ 
baugh. His crop has tripled in 


the past year. Last week he sold 
500 pints of berries, includ¬ 
ing 60 at the Dawson Springs 


Farmers Market where he sold 
out in an hour and a half. 

In addition to the local mar¬ 


ket, Ausenbaugh sells his pro¬ 
duce from the farm, at the 
Fairview Produce Auction and 
the Cadiz Farmers Market. 

Customers can purchase as 
little as one pint of berries or 
a flat of 12 pints. Blueberry 
plants, propagated from cut¬ 
tings of existing plants, are also 
available. 

The harvest season, lasting 
between two and a half and 
three months, is a very busy 


time for Ausenbaugh, but get¬ 
ting to this point took a great 
deal of work, not to mention 
patience. Blueberry plants can¬ 
not be allowed to produce fruit 
until the third year. During the 
first two years, the buds must 
be picked off. In its third year, 
a plant is expected to yield one 
or two pints of berries. That 
number will double or triple

Last fall, the Treasury 
returned purple hearts to the 
family members of two Ken¬ 
tucky veterans with the assis¬ 
tance of the Departments of 
Military and Veterans Affairs.

Division will employ the same 
software that was used to locate 
claimants in the tornado coun¬ 
ties to search for veterans and 
their families. 

“We owe it to our military 
service members to go the extra 
mile to return these items. Their 
stories deserve to be told, and 
their memories need to be pre¬ 
served.” Hollenbach added.

The State Treasurer serves 
as custodian of all property 
surrendered to the state that is 
presumed lost or abandoned. 
Each year, the Kentucky Trea¬ 
sury returns millions of dollars 
in unclaimed property to Ken¬ 
tucky residents. 

Since 2008, under the pro¬ 
active leadership of Treasur¬ 
er Todd Hollenbach and his 
Treasure Finder’s Program, the 
Treasury has returned a record 
$62-million in unclaimed prop¬ 
erty. 


Thanks to funds provided by 
a Violence Against Women Act 
grant made available through 
the Department of Justice, the 
Kentucky State Police is now 
using a state-of-the-art 3D 
scanner that provides detec¬ 
tives a “true view” of crime 
and crash scenes. 

KSP Commissioner Rod¬ 
ney Brewer announced that the 
agency is the first in Kentucky 
to purchase and actively use the 
Leica ScanStation CIO. 

“This powerful forensic 
tool that enables detectives to 
quickly document and measure 
a crime scene using laser map¬ 
ping technology provides an 
accurate, 3D picture of a crime 
scene,” said Brewer. 

The Leica ScanStation CIO 
is a portable laser than can 
capture 50,000 measurement 
points per second to a range of 
90 feet. It was purchased for 
$65,000. 

“We have come a long way 
from still photographs and 
measurements taken by hand,” 
added Brewer. “This scanner 
will provide a visual dynamic 
in the courtroom that will aid 
in the prosecution of crimes 
and minimize the potential for 
human error, which can some¬ 
times undermine the credibility 
of evidence.” 

Brewer said the scanner will 
also reduce man hours currently 
used to handle crime and crash 
scene investigations. 

“Many times, we will have 
a dozen officers on hand at 
a scene, including detectives, 
officers to preserve the crime 
scene, close roads or divert traf¬ 
fic. “With this new technology, 
we are now able to reduce the 
amount of time and manpower 
needed at these scenes.” 

“I’ve long maintained we 
have the best trained crime 
scene investigators available to 
the commonwealth,” remarked 


Brewer. “With the acquisition 
of this tool, they now have a 
versatile instrument for foren¬ 
sic documentation that high¬ 
lights the very latest in proven 
technology.” 

Sgt. Chad Mills from the 
KSP Collision Analysis and 
Highway Safety Branch pro¬ 
vided a live demonstration of 
the Leica ScanStation CIO 
showing sample 3D videos 
produced by a ScanStation and 
ease of portability. 

“When detectives or investi¬ 
gators are called to a scene, our 
goal is to find the truth by deter¬ 
mining a reliable and accurate 
representation of actual events,” 
Mills said. “The Leica ScanSta¬ 
tion CIO provides that digital 
footprint to help us do just that.” 

According to Mills the Scan¬ 
Station allows investigators to 
preserve the scene exactly the 
way it was discovered. 

“This tool allows us to vir¬ 
tually revisit and measure the 
scene any time in the future. It 
also produces detailed graph¬ 
ic presentations that can be 
used as compelling courtroom 
graphics — actually allowing 
the prosecutor to place the jury

14 Die In 11 Crashes 
On Holiday Weekend

Fourteen people died in 11 
separate crashes on Kentucky 
roads during the official Memo¬ 
rial Day holiday period which 
began at 6 p.m. Friday and 
ended at 11:59 p.m. Monday. 

Four single-fatality crashes 
involved motor vehicles, and 
three of the victims were not 
wearing seat belts. These crash¬ 
es occurred in Barren, Harrison, 
Perry and Russell counties. 

Three double-fatality crash¬ 
es occurred in Harrison, Scott 
and Wayne counties. Crashes 
in Harrison and Ohio counties 
involved motor vehicles. None 
of the victims was wearing a 
seat belt. The crash in Wayne 
County involved a motorcycle, 
and neither victim was wearing 
a helmet. The suspected use 
of alcohol was a factor in all 
three of these double-fatality 
crashes.

Tiny Dust Mites 
Are Fact of Life 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: I 
am 9 years old. I read what 
you said about dust mites. I 
am wondering if they can hurt 
me. Will they affect me in any 
way? Am I safe around them? 
One night I was snuggling 
my pillow pet, and my mom 
said, “Remember, it has dust 
mites.” She gave me your arti¬ 
cle. I couldn’t sleep that night, 
knowing that loads of dust 
mites were crawling around 
me. 

So tell me. Should I be 
afraid? What makes them go 
away? What will happen? — 
T.M.C. 

ANSWER: Have no fear, 
T.M.C. Dust mites have not 
done, are not doing and will not 
do anything harmful to you. 
I have them too. So does just 
about everyone. They’re all 
over the world. They’re less 
than one-hundredth of an inch, 
barely visible. They don’t bite 
you. They feed on dead skin 
that has fallen off the body. 
They don’t crawl in and out of 
your mouth, as the letter writer 
suggested. 

Dust mites don’t give you 
any illness, although some 
people are allergic to them 
and itch when exposed to 
them. In a very few people, 
they might trigger an asthma 
attack. None of this has hap¬ 


pened to you or me. I don’t 
think it ever will. 

Dust mites need high humid¬ 
ity to survive, around 70 per¬ 
cent. You can cut down on their 
number if you keep your room 
humidity lower than that. 

Don’t try to get rid of them. 
They’re part of the biologi¬ 
cal diversity that exists in our 
world. I don’t know if they do 
us any good, but they don’t do 
us any harm, aside from the 
allergy thing. Sleep in peace. I 
apologize for ruining a night’s 
sleep for you. 

Please don’t ask me about 
bedbugs. They don’t make peo¬ 
ple ill either, but they give me 
the creeps.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
My husband and I have start¬ 
ed walking every evening. It’s 
our way of staying in shape. 
I like it. My husband actu¬ 
ally listens to what I have to 
say when we walk. There is 
one thorn in my side, how¬ 
ever. My husband insists that 
I don’t walk correctly, and 
he is constantly giving me 
ways to change my walking 
style. It’s extremely irritating. 
I have been walking the way I 
walk since I was an infant. Is 
there really a special way to 
do so? — R.C. 

ANSWER: Most people 
develop a walk natural for 
them, and there’s nothing 


wrong with that. Some gen¬ 
eral pointers about the proper 
walking style are worth incor¬ 
porating into your walking 
pattern. 

Keep your head erect with 
eyes focused about 20 feet in 
front of you. Your arms should 
be bent at the elbow. When the 
right foot hits the ground, the 
left arm should be in front of 
your body, and vice versa when 
your left foot hits the ground. 
The heel of the foot should 
strike the ground first, and the 
liftoff should come from the 
toes. 

Older people tend to short¬ 
en their walking stride in 
an attempt to keep both feet 
always on the ground. This 
gives them more balance and 
stability. They should try to 
take a little longer stride and 
use their arms for balance 
and stability as I described 
above.

New Fee 
Triggers Protest 


Kentucky lawmakers have 
handed out yet another tax 
increase to citizens, this one in 
the form of the $10 cost of a 
criminal background check for 
parents who wish to volunteer 
at their children’s schools. 

The $10 fee that takes effect 
July 1 already has triggered 
protests by educators and par¬ 
ents that this will discourage 
people from volunteering in 
roles such as classroom aides, 
field trip chaperones, coaching 
and mentoring. 

“This is going to hurt fami¬ 
lies and schools,” one Jefferson 
County principal lamented to 
Courier-Journal reporter Antoi¬ 
nette Konz. 

It might. 

Or maybe it will wake peo¬ 
ple up to the biennial budget 
shell game lawmakers play by 
refusing to fund vital govern¬ 
ment services, bragging that 
they passed a balanced budget 
and leaving the public to dis¬ 
cover surprises lurking under 
the shells. 

This year, one of those 
surprises involved the state 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts, which operates the state 
court system. Lawmakers sav¬ 
aged its budget, cutting it even 
further that Gov. Steve Beshear 
had proposed in his two-year 
proposal that called for cuts to 
most state agencies. 

As a result, Kentucky plans 
to close its courthouses for the 
first time since the modern 
court system was established 
in 1976. 

Shutting down three days 
over the next five months will 
allow it to furlough more than 
3,000 employees for three days. 
That means those employ¬ 
ees — some of whom start at 
below-the-poverty-level wages 
of $20,000 a year — will lose 
three days’ pay from their pay- 
checks. 

Compare that to paying a 
one-time, $10 fee for a back¬ 
ground check to volunteer at 
your child’s school. 

And it’s still a break. To 
minimize the impact, the court 
system will charge only half the 
$20 it charges to anyone else 


seeking a background check, 
such as employers or licensing 
agencies. 

Sure the school volunteer 
checks used to be provided at 
no additional charge to the pub¬ 
lic. But such checks — and 
last year there were more than 
217,000 statewide — were 
never free. The difference was 
that lawmakers gave the court 
system enough money, barely, 
to pay workers to perform them, 
and this year they did not. 

Providing the background 
checks — which tend to flood 
in at the start of the school year 
— requires the court system 
to hire temporary workers and 
pull workers from other jobs 
to get applications processed 
quickly. And finding other 
workers to pitch in is harder in 
a court system that has elimi¬ 
nated nearly 300 jobs under an 
ongoing cycle of budget cuts 
that began in 2008. 

So the court system no 
longer has enough money to 
provide basic services to the 
public. Like keeping its doors 
open. And doing background 
checks. 

Meanwhile, lawmakers have 
consistently rejected proposals 
for expanded gaming by Gov. 
Beshear, which offered some 
hope of additional revenue to 
fund services citizens claim to 
want and need. A number of 
lawmakers cite moral or philo¬ 
sophical objections, objections 
which actually seemed plau¬ 
sible for some of them. 

But they have no excuse for 
consistently refusing to con¬ 
sider an upgrade of the state’s 
outmoded tax system to gener¬ 
ate more revenue for starving 
state agencies — a notion that 
sends most lawmakers diving 
for cover lest they be accused 
of raising taxes. 

Oh, wait, they already did 
that in the current budget. 

If you don’t believe it, go 
offer your services as a vol¬ 
unteer at your child or grand¬ 
child’s school. 

Your work is free. But the 
General Assembly has imposed 
a $10 tax.

I could easily have put the 
task of modernizing Kentucky’s 
tax code solely in the hands of 
economic experts. But this isn’t 
an academic, esoteric exercise 
set up to posit theoretical argu¬ 
ments about ideal tax structures. 

It’s an exercise that recogniz¬ 
es that the power of taxation is 
a living, breathing, mechanism 
with tangible impact on peo¬ 
ple’s lives — both those who 
are taxed, and those who use 
services funded by those taxes. 

If you earn an income or 
own property, this will have an 
impact on you. 

Likewise, if you drive on 
roads ... live in an area pa¬ 
trolled by state police ... have 
a child or relative in the K-12 
school system, a community 
college or a public university 
... want the air you breathe 
to be clean ... use electricity 



... access health care through 
Medicaid ... or use any other 
of hundreds of government ser¬ 
vices, then you have a vested 
interest in how our taxes work. 

By listening to our citizens, 
we hope to understand not only 
their perceptions of how our 
tax revenue is raised but also 
whether they think those taxes 
are adequate to meet the needs 
of a state facing dynamic shifts 
in education, workforce train¬ 
ing, early childhood develop¬ 
ment, aging and health care. 

Kentucky’s tax system served 
us well during the recession. But 
to prepare ourselves to compete 
in the future, we must — in a 
thoughtful and nonpartisan way 
— re-align our system with the 
principles of fairness and a 21st 
century economy. 

This commission has no 
pre-set notion of what changes 
need to be made. It instead has 
five overarching goals: 

—A tax burden that is fair 
for different families and busi¬ 
nesses.

The best tax structure strikes 
a balance between tax burden 
and return. By attending one 
of these meetings or weighing 
in on-line, you can help us find 
that balance. 

We have done much in the 
last 4Vi years to rein in gov¬ 
ernment and cut spending. But 
we’ve also fought hard to pre¬ 
serve critical services. 

That’s because we real¬ 
ize that Kentuckians are not 
against taxes. They are against 
unnecessary taxes. 

Nor are Kentuckians against 
spending. They are against 
wasteful spending.

widespread dryness with pre¬ 
cipitation levels of only 30 to 
60 percent of normal for the 
past three months. 

The drought conditions are 
affecting agriculture in the 
declared areas, where pastures 
are browning out, hayfield 
yields are low, corn and soy¬ 
beans have germinated slowly 
and livestock ponds are below 
normal levels for this time of 
year. 

Hydrologic problems are 
also developing in the drought 
areas. Most notably, flows in the 
Trade water River Basin at the 
U.S. Geological Survey gage 
at Olney have reached record 
lows for this time of year. Also, 
Rough River Lake, Nolin River 
Lake and Barren River Lake 
are 3 to 7 feet below sum¬ 
mer pool stage. While these 


low lake levels are not likely 
to impact drinking water sup¬ 
plies obtained directly from the 
lakes, minimal dam releases 
during the summer could affect 
downstream water supplies as 
well as recreational activities 
on the lakes. 

At this time, the National 
Weather Service’s Climate Pre¬ 
diction Center is indeterminate 
about summer drought condi¬ 
tions, said Chip Zimmer, envi¬ 
ronmental technologist at the 
Kentucky Division of Water. 

“Short-term forecasts for 
the Western Kentucky region 
call for dry weather and record 
heat,” said Zimmer. “The 
National Weather Service’s 
Climate Prediction Center is 
indeterminate about longer 
term summer drought condi¬ 
tions,” said Zimmer. 

The Kentucky Drought 
Mitigation and Response Plan 


defines a tiered approach to 
classifying drought sever¬ 
ity using multiple indicators to 
assess the intensity and loca¬ 
tion of developing drought. 
These indicators include the 
Drought Monitor, Palmer 
Drought Index, Crop Moisture 
Index, and precipitation and 
streamflow measurements.

every year for three or four 
years after that. 

Added to the wait time while 
the plants become established is 
the painstaking care involved in 
keeping them healthy. Accord¬ 
ing to Ausenbaugh, blueberries 
are difficult to grow because 
of their specific requirements, 
such as good drainage, acidic 
soil with a specific ph and prop¬ 
er irrigation. He also has 

to be on the lookout for insects 
and disease as well as for deer, 
birds and rabbits which seem to 
have a taste for blueberries. 

Ausenbaugh has plans to 
expand his farming business in 
the future by diversifying. His 
wife Yasamin started making 
jams last year, and he would 
like to be able to offer that 
to customers. He also plans 
to begin growing strawberries 
and garden vegetables in high 


tunnels, unheated greenhouses 
which will provide a longer 
growing season. With high tun¬ 
nels, he will be able to produce 
cole crops such as lettuce, cab¬ 
bage, broccoli and cauliflower. 

“People want to buy fresh 
local produce, and they want 
to know where it came from,” 
Ausenbaugh said. “People want

Foundation members will also 
conduct a live drawing for a 2012 
Special Commission Permit for elk, 
which can be used for a bull elk. This 


special permit will allow the holder 
to hunt anywhere within the state’s 
elk restoration zone, with permission 
from the landowner. The permit also 
provides the hunter with two weeks 
instead of one week to gun hunt for 
a bull elk. 

Chances are being sold online at 
www.kentuckywildlife.com. Click on 
the “donations page” link. 

The online deadline is May 31. 
However, those attending the sampler 
may purchase raffle tickets for the 


permit throughout the evening.

4492, in person at the Salato 
Center or online at www.kentucky- 
wildlife.com.

• Green County 
native Sergeant Dakota Meyer, Amer¬ 
ica’s newest Congressional Medal of 
Honor winner. What valor. (See 60 
Minutes, May 27). 

• And, a man you’ve never heard 
of, but Anthony’s first name will do. 
He remains for me a symbol — model 
for crisp sense of duty, clarity of pur¬ 
pose and unflappable confidence. 

As it did for you, Memorial Day 
brought to mind moments in the mili¬ 
tary experience that left an eternal tat¬ 
too on us. Ups and downs, day upon 
day, I enjoyed serving our country, 
especially the camaraderie and team- 
ness. 

Anthony was proud of his Airman 
First Class (3) stripes. He had to send 
a photo home immediately. 

We were good pals for what seems 
five minutes, all those years ago. Here 
was an arrow-straight 20-year-old 
from a tough neighborhood in Phoe¬ 
nix who skipped the: “this your first 
pair-o-shoes, Kentucky?” question. 

Copper-skinned Anthony was eth¬ 
nic-sensitive and too pleasant and gra¬ 
cious for stupidity. He had questions 


about Daniel Boone, Abe Lincoln and 
the Kentucky Derby. 

He was a young man with coal 
black hair, teeth so white, smile so 
perfect, you wanted to punch him. He 
had a soft Mexican turn in his English 
and killer personality. Here was a fel¬ 
low comfortable in the moment and 
in his skin, too. He was confident in 
where he was going. He loved his 
dress blue uniform and spit shined 
his shoes. When he polished, Antho¬ 
ny would hum the appropriate Elvis 
Presley classic. 

While others hated it, he loved 
marching in base parades, clopping 
along in harmony aaaaUP-2-3-4. And, 
he tried to locate himself as near the 
American flag as we marched as pos¬ 
sible. 

“I am a career man, man,” he 
would say with pause for effect on the 
second man. “Good life, man. Goood 
life. Career. You should be one too 
and re-up, Roberto,” he would say. 

“Go now, man, and re-enlist. We 
will get promoted to staff (Sergeant) 
together. If you get out, man, it is beeg 
mistake.” 

Laughter. 

Anthony had a plan. I had a hunch. 
Re-up wasn’t for me. 

We reflect more as we grow older, 
don’t we? I can’t recount a base¬ 
ball ball score from yesterday, but a 
decades old experience can be clear 
as a drink of water. 

Finally, when winter turned to 
spring back there and time for rota¬ 
tion back to USA was short, Anthony 


did his re-enlist routine less often. 
We had come to this junction in life 
from the same direction, but were 
destined for different destinations for 
the next stops. One cold and dreary 
April morning we saluted one another, 
Anthony and me, shook hands and 
said good-bye there at Mildenhall Air 
Base near London for a flight home. 
Anthony would be leaving a week 
later, he said. 

“Gonna spend a few days in Phoe¬ 
nix with Mom and the kids, then go 
on to California. Get ready for my 
new assignment and a promotion,” he 
said. “I’m goin’ to Vet Nim.” 

It was April, 1965. He hadn’t 
learned yet how to pronounce Viet¬ 
nam. 

Two months later a telephone call 
came. 

Anthony had gotten his promo¬ 
tion to staff sergeant. A week later he 
was killed by a Viet Cong “freedom 
fighter.” 

From then until now, I never met 
anyone quite like this man. 

All the way to now, I wonder 
where life would have taken him. He 
had such plans.

ONE-AND-DONE, ANOTHER VIEW 

Peter Keating writes for ESPN 
Magazine. He has an idea to “fix the 
scourge of the one and done rule.” 
NCAA officials should consider the 
National Hockey League model. 

“Hockey has a universal draft,” 
Keating points out. “NHL teams can 
pick anybody from anywhere who’s 
18 to 20 and hasn’t already been 
picked or played in the league. Kids 
don’t have to declare for the draft as 


with the NBA. And, a team that drafts 
him retains his rights whether he stays 
in college one day or four years. 

“Unfortunately, the one-and-done 
system isn’t just bad for the NCAA,” 
Keating goes on, “it destroys continu¬ 
ity among top (college) programs. It’s 
bad for the talent too, producing fewer 
top players for the NBA.” 

From 1995 to 2005,47 high school¬ 
ers entered the draft. Led by Kobe 
Bryant, six became superstars. 

Since 2006 three of 49 became 
franchise players — Kevin Durant, 
Kevin Love and Derrick Rose. Mean¬ 
while, nine one-and-doners were not 
drafted at all; three more are not even 
in the D-League. 

Conclusion? Abolish the 19-year- 
old rule and stop the one year in 
college pretense. Both would serve 
professional basketball and the col¬ 
lege game.

• Dr. Tubby Smith. Minnesota’s 
coach asks his recruits: “What have 
you done besides play basketball to 
make your school better, make your 
family better, make your community 
better?” 

• Joker Phillips. Two seasons ago 
Kentucky’s coach was responding to 
red-shirt freshman’s complaint about 
lack of playing time. “It definitely 
helps when you keep your mouth shut 
and do your job,” Phillips explained. 
The athlete finally earned his playing 
time and was on schedule to become 
an All-SEC candidate. Too bad for 
Ridge Wilson. He was dismissed from 
the team this year after being arrested 
for drug possession. 

• Bob Knight. Three seasons ago 
Knight put the light of day on the 


cheapness of John Calipari’s one-and- 
done approach to college basketball. 

“An incoming freshman has to 
pass six hours in the first semester 
— six hours with a D,” Knight said. 
“Second semester a player technically 
need not attend class at all to keep 
eligible since by end of semester and 
grade accountability, the NCAA Tour¬ 
nament is finished and one-and-done 
candidates are preparing to announce 
they will stand for June’s NBA Draft. 

“That’s not what college basketball 
should be about,” he went on. “Not 
only to what would be best for the 
game, but what would be best for the 
kids (who) play the game.” 

• Bob Sheppard, late public address 
announcer at Yankee Stadium: “An 
announcer should be clear, concise 
and correct. He should not be colorful, 
cute or comic.” 

• Rajon Rondo. NBA brass ruled 
players may not wear head bands 
upside down. Sports writer Bill Dwyer 
wrote, “Most players had stopped 
wearing head bands altogether, but 
(Rajon) Rondo carried on, upside 
down all the way, with Jerry West fac¬ 
ing downward on national TV dozens 
of times a year as the Celtics played in 
two NBA title series.” 

So, the Rondo Rule was put in.. 

Playing a kid’s game wearing head 
bands is stupid. Rondo wearing his 
upside down brought to mind an old 
John Wayne remark. “Life is hard; it’s 
harder if you’re stupid.” 

And so it goes.

KENTUCKY AFIELD OUTDOORS 


Late May Is Prime Time To Catch Catfish In Kentucky

Late May is a prime time to 
catch catfish from Kentucky’s 
reservoirs, small lakes, rivers 
and farm ponds. 

“The water is warming into 
the 70s and catfish are about 
to spawn,” said Gerry Buynak, 
assistant director of the Fisher¬ 
ies Division for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “Beginning 
in late spring and throughout 
the summer, catfish settle into 
daily patterns and feed aggres¬ 
sively.” 

Kentucky’s three most 
sought-after catfish species 
channel catfish, blue catfish 
and flathead catfish have 
slightly different feeding hab¬ 
its. Anglers must use the right 
bait, the proper rig and the cor¬ 
rect presentation to catch each 
kind of catfish. 

Fishing tackle is an impor¬ 
tant consideration. Many cat¬ 
fish anglers prefer a 6 1/2- 
to 7-foot medium to heavy- 
action spinning rod. They 
match it with a spinning reel 
spooled with 17-pound fish¬ 
ing line. 

Circle hooks are growing 
in popularity among catfish 
anglers because most fish are 
hooked in the corner of the 
mouth. These hooks can pre¬ 


vent catfish from swallowing 
the hook. With circle hooks, 
an angler just needs to keep 
the rod tip up and start reel¬ 
ing. There is no need to set the 
hook. 

The channel catfish (Icta- 
lurus punctatus) is the most 
widely distributed catfish spe¬ 
cies in Kentucky. It thrives in 
ponds and small lakes. Chan¬ 
nel catfish have bluish-silver 
backs, silvery sides and a whit¬ 
ish belly. They rarely exceed 
30 inches. 

Anglers must fish their baits 
on the bottom to catch channel 
catfish. That’s because channel 
catfish are scavengers. They 
cruise the bottom, using their 
super-sensitive whiskers to 
detect the odors of live and 
dead prey. 

The basic slip sinker rig 
is the best choice for bottom 
fishing. Tie a No. 2 circle hook 
onto an 18- to 24-inch leader. 
Tie the other end of the leader 
to a barrel swivel. On the line 
from the rod, thread a 1-ounce 
sinker, then tie the line to the 
other eyelet of the barrel swiv¬ 
el. Thread a plastic bead onto 
the main line between the sink¬ 
er and the swivel to help pre¬ 
vent the sinker from damaging 
the knot that connects the main 
line to the barrel swivel. 

Fish won’t feel any resis¬ 
tance when they pick up the bait 


since the line will slip through 
the weight. Night crawler 
worms, shrimp, chicken livers 
or scented dough are excellent 
baits for channel catfish. 

The blue catfish (Ictalu- 
rus furcatus) occurs naturally 
in the state’s biggest rivers, 
including the Mississippi 
and lower Ohio. They also 
occur in Kentucky and Bark¬ 
ley lakes. Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife biologists have suc¬ 
cessfully stocked these fish in 
smaller lakes around the state 
as well. 

Anglers may confuse the 
blue catfish with a channel cat¬ 
fish. The most obvious differ¬ 
ence is the channel catfish has 


The Tennessee Valley 
Authority and the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources recently built a 
new boat ramp at Sledd Creek 
on Kentucky Lake through a 
cooperative agreement. 

“Our agencies took an unim¬ 
proved ramp and upgraded it 
with better facilities, better 
parking and a better area to 
launch boats in the upper end 
of the lake,” said Ryan Oster, 
federal aid coordinator for the 
fisheries division for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “Anglers and 
boaters will appreciate these 
improvements.” 

The Tennessee Valley 
Authority (TVA) provided the 
majority of funding for the 
ramp. 

“The Sledd Creek ramp proj¬ 
ect improves safety, increases 
accessibility and makes fishing 
and boating more convenient 
and enjoyable for visitors to 
this popular recreation area,” 
said Jerry Fouse, TVA recre¬ 
ation strategy specialist. 

Sledd Creek is a produc¬ 
tive early spring crappie fishing 
area. Anglers previously had to 
launch their boats at Kentucky 
Dam Village and motor up lake 
to fish Sledd Creek. 

“We needed a ramp there,” 
Oster said. “When it is windy 
on Kentucky Lake, it gets 
pretty rough out on the main 
lake. Now, boaters can directly 


a rounded anal fin; the blue 
catfish has a straight anal fin. 
Blue catfish are bluish-gray 
with deeply-forked tails. 

Blue catfish tend to roam in 
loose schools. At night, dusk 
and dawn, they frequent the 
shallows; they move to deeper 
water during the day. 

Popular baits for blue catfish 
include cut-up gizzard shad, 
bluegill or minnows. Anglers 
fishing small lakes use a float 
to keep bait suspended off the 
bottom. 

Anglers fishing in big riv¬ 
ers typically use a three-way 
swivel rig. Tie one eyelet of 
the swivel to the main line. 
Tie a two-foot leader onto a 


launch in Sledd Creek and it is 
somewhat wind protected.” 

The new ramp is a paved 
single lane with a courtesy 
dock along with parking for 
20 to 25 vehicles in two paved 
lots. Ramp users may find addi¬ 
tional parking along the side 
of the road leading to the new 
ramp. 

The new ramp can be 
reached from U.S. 641 south of 
Kentucky Dam by turning east 
onto Sledd Creek Road (KY 
1519), just south of Kentucky 
Dam Village. 

From Sledd Creek Road, 
turn right on to Ridge Road and 
go nearly one mile to a gravel 
road leading to the ramp. The 
ramp is free to use. 

Anglers also may enjoy two 
new fishing piers on the Ten¬ 
nessee River just downstream of 
Kentucky Dam. The newest pier 
is along the west bank of the river 
and extends into the Tennessee 
River for 115 feet. It is at eleva¬ 
tion 301 above mean sea level. 
This pier provides good fishing 
for striped bass, black bass, cat¬ 
fish, sunfish and white bass. 

A similar pier opened last 
fall on Powerhouse Island on 
the east bank of the Tennessee 
River. This pier is at elevation 
318 above mean sea level. Its 
location near the flowing water 
coming from the powerhouse 
makes this pier an attractive 
striped bass fishing spot. 


hook, and then tie this onto 
the second eyelet. Finally, tie 
a two-foot section of line to 
the third eyelet and attach a 
weight. Anglers in big waters 
fish the edges of channels with 
this rig. 

The third popular species in 
Kentucky is the flathead catfish 
(Pylodictis olivaris). It inhabits 
large rivers and reservoirs. 

Flatheads are brownish to 
yellowish on top and have a 
yellowish to white belly. They 
have wide, flat heads and trian¬ 
gular tails. 

Flatheads commonly reach 
36 inches in length and can live 
for 20 years. Adults are solitary 
and inhabit deep, sluggish pools 
during the day. They move onto 
rocky shallows at night, often 
locating around deadfalls, rock 
piles and stumps. They only eat 
live fish. Creek chubs, shiners, 
shad and sunfish are good baits 
to use. 

Anglers use a modified slip 


rig for flatheads. Flat sinkers 
are used on this rig to prevent 
the bait from rolling. Foam 
floats attached to the leader 
keep the bait off the bottom. 
This prevents baitfish from 
swimming into cover and get¬ 
ting hung up. 

Catfish in Kentucky are 
big, abundant and found in 
every kind of water through¬ 
out the state. For more infor¬ 
mation on where to fish in 
Kentucky, visit the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife Web site at 
fw.ky.gov. 

Remember, too, that June 
2-3 are free fishing days in 
Kentucky. Anglers do not 
need a license this weekend. 
Dozens of Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s Fishing in Neigh¬ 
borhoods (FINs) lakes are 
being stocked with channel 
catfish in preparation for this 
weekend. Visit the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife Web site for 
the FINs lake nearest you.

Opening lead — ten of hearts. 


Assume you’re declarer in six 
notrump and West leads a heart. 
You can count 11 sure tricks after 
the ace of diamonds is forced out, 
and the problem is how to score a 
12th. It might come from clubs or 
spades if either suit breaks 3-3, or 
if the jack of clubs falls singleton 
or doubleton. 

Let’s say you win the heart 
lead with the jack and play the 
king of diamonds. West wins 
with the ace and returns another 
heart, which you take with the 
ace. At this point you inaugurate 
a campaign to learn all you pos¬ 


sibly can about the distribution of 
the unseen hands. 

The first thing you do is cash 
dummy’s king of hearts, on 
which East discards a diamond. 
Next, you cash the Q-J of dia¬ 
monds, on which West discards a 
heart. Both of these moves prove 
enlightening, because you learn 
that West started with five hearts 
and two diamonds, and that East 
started with two hearts and five 
diamonds. 

You next cash the Q-K-A of 
spades, and when West discards 
a heart on the third spade, you 
have all the information you need 
to wrap up the slam. West start¬ 
ed with exactly five hearts, two 
spades and two diamonds, so he 
must have been dealt precisely 
four clubs. 

Taking advantage of this 
knowledge is as easy as pie. You 
cash dummy’s king of clubs, lead 
a low club to your ace and return 
a third club toward dummy’s 
Q-10. When West follows low, 
you finesse the ten, confident 
that unless the laws of mathemat¬ 
ics no longer apply, the finesse 
will succeed and yield your 12th 
trick.

America’s Best High School 
Is Ky. ’s Gatton Academy 


The Carol Martin Gatton 
Academy of Mathematics and 
Science in Kentucky at Western 
Kentucky University has been 
recognized by “Newsweek” 
magazine as the nation’s top 
high school. 

America’s Best High 
Schools 2012, released 
online Sunday and in the 
May 28 print edition of the 
magazine, recognized 1,000 
schools from across the Unit¬ 
ed States. The Gatton Acad¬ 
emy was ranked fifth in the 
2011 list. 

Rounding out the top five 
schools were The School for 
the Talented and Gifted Magnet 
(Dallas, Texas), BASIS Scotts¬ 
dale (Arizona), School of Sci¬ 
ence and Engineering Magnet 
(Dallas, Texas), and BASIS 
Tucson (Arizona). 

The magazine’s methodol¬ 
ogy for their rankings sought 
to highlight schools that focus 
on providing solutions to the 
challenges of 21st century 
education and prepare stu¬ 
dents for both college and 
life. 

Dr. Julia Roberts, executive 
director of the Gatton Acad¬ 
emy, explained that the com¬ 
ponents of the methodology 
reflect the high-level learning 
necessary for successful stu¬ 
dents in a globally competitive 
society. 

“The United States has 


emphasized proficiency or 
grade-level learning to the 
exclusion of nurturing the 
talents of advanced learn¬ 
ers,” Roberts said. “A prom¬ 
ising future for our country 
is closely tied to the devel¬ 
opment of talent in science, 
mathematics, languages arts, 
the social sciences and the 
arts. The purpose of the Gat¬ 
ton Academy is to extend 
learning opportunities for 
gifted students who live in 
all parts of Kentucky.” 

WKU President Gary Rans- 
dell underscored the unique 
experiences available to Gatton 
Academy students and the role 
the campus community has in 
engaging students at the high¬ 
est level. 

The program’s strategic 
partnership with WKU plays 
an important role in the devel¬ 
opment of students both in and 
out of the classroom, according 
to Gatton Academy director Dr. 
Tim Gott. 

The Gatton Academy, which 
opened in 2007 and is funded by 
the Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly, is the commonwealth’s 
only state-supported residential 
high school with an emphasis 
in math and science. Roberts 
added that the announcement 
is the culmination of over a 
decade of advocacy to make 
the program a reality for Ken¬ 
tucky students.
